High Prices at Oil Mills Temp 

ing Long Staple Varities 
Be Saved for Planting. 

Washington, Dec. 23.— The Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry, United 
Stages Department of Agriculture 
ha* isj.ii.-d the following state- 
ment advising cotton growers t> 
make certain of their supply o 
seed for planting: 

All kinds of cotton seed ar 
likely to be scarce at plant in 
time next spring. The unpree. 
dented prices now being pa..j | 
the od mills may tempt many . 
farmer to cut 0 >WW iheir reserves 
of planting aeed or to sell all ti 
it, perhaps with the id. a of be- 
ing able to buy seed of a bett»-r 
variety for only a little more than 
the mill* are now pa\ ing f..r or 
dinary gin-run s««d. While it is 
always desirable to replaee an in- 
ferior stock with a better one, it 
would be well to make sure of 
the good planting seed as soon as 
possible. 

Supplies of pure seed are al- 
ways inadequate, and the depart - 
ment frequently has to tell many 
corresj>ondeiits who ask where 
pure seed of superior variety can 
he purchased that no more is in 
sight. Although special efforts 
are made to keep in touch with 
farmers who are maintaining pure 
stocks of any of the varieties that 
have r.eeii distr l.ute.l \,\ t 1 is d - 
partment, all such sf.x-ks are 
usually exhausted Man the 
arrives. 

and for Long Staple 
Seed. 

Another danger to the seed 
supply lies in the possibility that 
grower* who have good aeed of 
superior varieties may think it 
easier to sell it at once to the 
oil mill instead of holding it to 
Ml for planting. This is a spe- 
cial danger in connection with 
the new earlj -maturing long sta- 
ple \arl.-t , s. Aa only limited 
suppliea of good seed «hf theac va- 
rieties are in existence, it may be 
urged that all of this should be 
saved for planting purposes. 
There is an active ami rapidly in- 
creasing demand for the long 
staples, with no immediate pros- 
pect of overprodm tion. The pres- 
ent demand is likely to increase 
aa fast aa the supply, if the pro- 
duction of such cotton can be es- 
tablished on an adequate wale, ftp 
that manufacturers can have the 
saine confidence if. being able to 
secure atock. of long-staple cot 
t*u that they have with 
staple. — Daily Register.

Every business man, 
every factory, every private cit- 
izen will profit by this unload- 
ing plant and should not hesitate 
to sign a long time contract with 
the promoters. It now begins to 
look as though the railroada have 
killed the goose that layed the 
golden egg. For years they have 
had it all their own way, our 
former river unloading facilities 
having been starved by a low 
tate. This waa followed by an 
advance to $1.25 a ton ; then 
fU0> ami nothing to atop furth- 
advances, except an unloading 
plant. Memphis has a very de- 
cent rate, because she maintains 
unloailing facilities— much lower 
than the Hickman rate, we are 
tmld, even though it ia a longer 
haul to Memphis. Another item 
not to be overlooked ia the fact 
we can ge' better coal by river 
than rail. It seems to ua that the 
time is ripe to go back to river 
coal, and we r* glad plana are 
i.nder way for putting up an e- 
lectrically driven
